Sun Will Pass Equator, and 
Day and Night Will Be

The autumnal equinox — that 
time of year when summer gives 
way to fall, astronomically speak- 
ing—will occur at 4:06 a.m. to- 
morrow, when the sun will pass 
the equator and the day and night 
will be exactly the same length 
in hours, minutes and seconds, 

Weatherman Harry F. Wahl- 
gren, who admits he is “not much 
of an astronomer,” said quite a 
few St. Louisans thought fall set 
in Sept. 1 from the number of 
calls about the cool weather. “Tl 
bet when I see my fuel bill for 
September, I'll think so too,” he 
observed. 

The autumnal equinox is a day 
late this year, but it was ex- 
plained that the time of the 
equinox varies because a year is 
a little more than 365% days 
long. On our calendars we count 
it 365 days and make up the extra 
day every four years with a leap 
year and this accounts for the 
varying date. Last year the au- 
tumnal equinox was on Sept. 22.

Within an hour after accepting 
the truce extension proposal, the 
steel workers proposed to renew 
contract talks with Big Steel at 
9:30 a.m. tomorrow in Pittsburgh. 

United States Steel announced 
in New York today it would meet 
with the union in Pittsburgh to- 
morrow. 

Republic Steel Corp. said it | 
would meet with the union in 
Cleveland tomorrow for collective 
bargaining. 

Philip Murray, CIO and USW 
head, had refused to go back to 
the conference table until industry 
accepted the recommendations of 
Truman's fact-finding board. 

(The United Press said Murray 
made it plain that he expects the 
talks “to be within the framework 
of the board’s 6-and-4 proposal— 
that is, non-contributory.”) 

United States Steel, Bethlehe

In Paris, a high American offi- 
cial predicted that France, Italy 
and Belgium will soon make a 
compact to exchange their cur- 
rencies freely with each other as 
a move to meet British trade com- 
petition.

Meanwhile British Government 
sources “leaked” the word that it 
was Attlee himself and not Sir 
Stafford Cripps, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer,, who had decidéd on 
devaluation.

RUSSIA AGAIN PROTESTS 
AGAINST ITALY’S PACT ROLE 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP)—Rus- 
sia has protested again to the 
United States, Britain, France and 
Italy that Italy violated its peace 
treaty by joining the North At- 
lantic treaty. 

The Russian news agency,.Tass, 
in a dispatch last night in Lon- 
don, said notes were delivered 
Tuesday, repeating Russia’s pre- 
vious charge that the pact is 
aggressive. It also declared Italy, 
by membership in the pact, “runs 
counter to obligations” in the 
peace treaty. 

The United States rejected a 
Russian protest against Italy’s 
membership in the pact last Aug. 
2. Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son then termed the charge “ut- 
terly without foundation.”

For the first 
time, China also charged that Rus- 
sia was directing the Chinese 
Communists. 

T. F. Tsiang, chief delegate of 


ernment, told the 59-nation Assem- 
bly that the North Atlantic Treaty 
had halted the flow of Commu- 
nism across Europe, but there was 
no such barrier in the east. 

“The Chinese Communist party 
is an integral part of the interna- 
tional Communist movement,” he 
said. “It is as fanatical as Com- 
munists elsewhere, Its propaganda 
is always in tune with Moscow 
propaganda. Its action is always 
in step with Moscow’s action.” 

Acheson, Others. Absent. 


Tsiang spoke less than 24 hours 
after the Chinese Communists pro- 
claimed at Peiping the establish- 
ment of a Communist “People’s 
Republic of China.” When he fin- 
ished he was applauded loudly ex- 
cept from the Soviet bloc dele- 
gates. 

Russian Foreign Minister An- 
drei Y. Vishinsky, United States 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin, French Foreign Minister 
Robert Schuman and several other 
top-ranking diplomats were 
absent. 

Tsiang devoted almost his en- 
tire speech to an attack on Com- 
munism. Then he made his ap- 
peal for help: 

“I ask the General Assembly to 
ponder over the present situation 
in the Far East and the grave 
dangers to world peace and se- 
curity. 

“I appeal to the General Assem- 
bly to be brave enough to em- 
brace the vision of one indivisible 
world and not to retreat to: the 
false illusory security of half a 
world.” 

Formal, Charges Expected. 
Tsiang did not say whether his 
speech would be followed by 
formal charges against Russia, but 
this was the impression left by his 
declaration. 

He asserted the Soviet Union al- 
ready had obtained more in Man- 
churia than Czarist Russia ever’ 
tried to seize. He added: “In ad- 
dition, the Soviet Union, through 
the Chinese Communist party, has 
an instrument and a lever with 
which to undermine the indepen- 
dence and integrity of China and 
the peace of the Far East.” 
Tsiang said, “during the past 
two years while the dike from the 
Persian Gulf to Scandinavia was 
built against the flood of Com- 
munism, the Far East has been 
inundated.” 
This was a, reference to the At- 
lantic pact and the Marshall plan. 
These two moves, Tsiang said, 
had strengthened the forces of 
freedom in one part of the world 
but unintentionally they “increased 
the dangers to the people wing 
in the other part of the world.” 
“Building the dike on one bank 
of the river has forced the waters 
to overflow the lands on the other 
bank,” he asserted. 

Attack on Red Leader. 

Tsiang told the Assembly Com- 
munist China had announced it 
would be Russia’s ally in the event 
of a third world war.

“But I think we have the votes 
to beat them,” Lucas told re- 
porters. 

By agreement, the Senate was 
to begin voting late today on the 
$1,314,010,000 plan to rearm friend- 
ly nations in the fight against 

ommunism. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), Tex- 
as, of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, cautiously avoided pre- 
dicting defeat for the George 
amendments. He was obviously 
not as confident as he had been 
earlier in the week when he 
opened debate on the bill. 

Byrd Joins in Attack. 

Critics hammered hard at the 
spending program yesterday. 
George and Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, led the assault with 
other Senators joining in during 
the day. The George-Byrd attack 
centered on Government spending 
which they said threatens to un- 
dermine the strength of the 
United States. If the United 
States is weakened, they argued, 
then all hope for peace will be 
lost. 

George favors an arms program 
—but thinks the present plan is 
too big. Byrd is opposed to any 
arms program 

Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
joiged the opposition today by de- 
claring the arms program wil 
commit this country for years “to 
a policy of militarism and force.” 
Gillette said in a statement: 

“It is a down payment on a pol- 
icy limitless in the sums which 
it can consume and in the length 
of its duration. We are not vot- 
ing the question of a billion or 
two billion—the dimensions of 
the military assistance program 
are infinity and eternity.” 

Knowland Seeks ‘ 

As the bill now stands, it would 
authorize $500,000,000 in cash and

for the Atlantic pact nations. The 
remaining $314,010,000 would be 
divided among Greece, Turkey, 
South Korea, Iran, the Philippines, 
and the China area.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22 (UP)—The 
Federal Government was asked 
today to aid in a nation-wide

Natioa-wide action, it said, was 
needed to combat large-scale 
criminal operations. 

A spokesman said the letter 
grew out of the recent informal 
meeting here between Mayor 
Fletcher Bowron of Los Angeles 
and Mayor Delesseps Morrison of 
New Orleans. Morrison is presi- 
dent of the association. 

After the meeting, both mayors 
issued statements condemning 
crime influence in their cities and 
Morrison accused Frank Costello, 
the ‘alleged head of a nation-wide 
gambling syndicate, of attempting 
to * political power in cities. 

e letter named no specific 
gangsters but said that the “big- 
time gangster of 1949 is almost the 
direct opposite of Al Capone in 
appearance and most of his meth- 
ods.” . . 

“His intelligence and silence 
make him a much greater mob 
menace,” the letter said. : 

The group’s spokesman said the 
association was particularly wor- 
ried by the gangsters’ practice of 
spreading their influence by pur- 
chasing legitimate businesses in 
various cities.

REPLY TO MO. PAC 
TRUSTEE IN STRIKE 


Brotherhood Agent Says 
Situation Is Unchanged, 
‘Men Are Dug In for 
Good Scrap.’ 


Four unions on strike against 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad will 
deliver a reply today or tomorrow 
to the latest proposal by Guy A. 
Thompson, trustee of the railroad, 
for ending the walkout. The strike, 
which has halted all operations of 
the railroad, has now been in ef- 
fect two weeks. . 

Thompson has insisted that the 
strike be ended before negotiations 
start on any of the 282 claims 
by the unions representing the 
engineers, trainmen, conductors 
and firemen. The brotherhoods 
have refused to end the strike 
before negotiations on the specific 
claims begin. The claims are based 
on differences of interpretation of 
operating rules. 

Roy E. Davidson, spokesman for 
the unions, said the situation was 
unchanged today, adding that 


there was little likelihood of a 


meeting with Thompson. 

“The. men are dug in for a 
good scrap,” Davidson said. “I get 
wires of encouragement from them 
all the time.” 

Davidson said he would go to 
Cleveland, O., Saturday to confer 
with chief executives of the 
unions. They will discuss the Mis- 
souri Pacific strike “and other 
brotherhood business,” Davidson 
said, adding that the meeting 
“may or may not be significant.” 

Four general chairmen of the 
brotherhoods on strike are con- 
ducting a series of meetings along 
the 7200-mile Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem, addressing groups of idle rail 
workers. They were to speak to- 
day in Little Rock, Ark. 

Meanwhile, effects of the strike 
spread through the 10 states 
served by the railroad, Besides 
the idle 5000 operating employes 
of the Missouri Pacific, 20,000 non- 
operating werkers have been laid 
off by the railroad. 

In Arkansas, Gov. Sid McMath 
estimated the strike is costing his 
state $20,500 a day. This represents 
higher costs for moving materials 
for a big highway construction 
program, which was in full swing 
when the rail strike began. Arkan- 
sas is the hardest-hit state because 
the Missouri Pacific is its chief 
railroad. “At least 54 Arkansas 
plants have been closed or their 
operations curtailed because of 
lack of transportation. 

In Memphis, Tenn., about 600 
employes of the Union Railway, a 
local utility, have been laid off be- 
cause of the strike, In Oklaho- 
ma, shipment of 37 carloads of 
beef was canceled, Other states, 
including Missouri, have had seri- 
ous delays in mail delivery.

City’s Financial 


$1,000,000 Better Than Last Year 


Position Almost 


Gain Credited by Comptroller Carpenter to 
Transfer of Training School and Sanita- 
rium, Income From Earnings Tax. 


An improvement in the city’s fi- 
nancial position, in comparison 
with a yea ago, is shown in the 
comptroller's report for the first 
five months of the fiscal year 1949- 
50, which was presented to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today by Comptroller Milfon 
Carpenter. 

The improvement is due, figures 
show, chiefly to the transfer of 
City Sanitarium and Training 
School to the state, and to the 
earnings tax. 


A lag in city finances is cus- 
tomary at this period of the year, 
when expenses have been normal 
and receipts, chiefly from taxes, 
have not begun coming in in full 
volume. The Comptroller figures 
this lag at $7,897,000 at the end of 
the five-months period Sept. 12, 
and at $8,775,000 at the same time 
a year earlier. 

Expenditures for the first five 
months of the present fiscal year, 
ending Sept. 12, showed a decrease 


40.44 per cent of their annual ap- 


of $300,831 from those of a yeay 
before. This year, $14,502,921 . 
spent; last year, $14,803,752. 

This was due entirely to the re- 
moval of the Sanitarium and 
Training School from the state's 
budget — the saving from those 
moves was $531,000, so that some 
increases had to be absorbed.

Talks Being Resumed To-- 

day With Indications 
of Early Settlement on 
Pensions. 


DETROIT, Sept. 22 (AP)—Top 
negotiators of Ford and the CIO 
United Auto. Workers today were 
to continue negotiations on com- 
pany-financed pensions, with op- 
timism prevailing that an agree- 
ment might not be far off. 

After a nearly three-hour night 
session, the negotiators agreed to 
meet again this afternoon and at- 
tempt to settle the gap separat- 
ing them on pension and other 
contract issues. They were re- 
ported only a few cents apart on 
an hourly pension-welfare pack- 
age. 

It was the first night session 
since bargaining talks began June 


Both John S. Bugas, Ford vice 
president, and, Walter Reuther, 
UAW President, maintained silence 
on the progress. The company dis- 
closed Tuesday night it began ne- 
gotiating a pension plan with the 
UAW: after a presidential fact- 
finding panel recommended indus- 
try-paid pensions for steel work- 
ers. 

Union sources said Ford offered 
to settle with the UAW in line 
with the steel panel’s recommen- 
dations. 

The UAW appeared more in a 
hurry to effect a quick settlement 
than Ford. The union has served 
the company strike notice effec- 
tive Sept. 29. Reliable sources 
said, however, chances looked good 
for a settlement before the strike 
deadline. 

In its statement acknowledging 
pensions were being discussed, the 
company emphasized the need for 
time in working out a plan. 
“There are many examples of 
pension plans that have gone on 
the rocks because they were fi- 
nancially unsound,” the company 
said. “Therefore, we have insisted 
that whatever plan we arrive at 
be financially sound, workable and 
meet our particular situation at 
the Ford Motor Company.” 
Union sources said the Ford pen- 
sion offer put on the bargaining 
table a week ago amounts to eight 
and three-fourths cents an hour.

A hospital spokesman 
said, before Blackmer checked out 
this afternoon, that he was a pa- 
tient in the clinic run by Dr.

Dr. Lahey himself was 
in Denver and there was some 
speculation that he might remain 
there until Blackmer arrived. Dr. 
Lahey is a former American Medi- 
cal Association chief.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
Russia's Andrei T. Vishinsky yes- 
terday pictured the proposed 
United Nations guard force as 
marching behind Trygve Lié—rid- 
ing a white horse and with the 
atom bomb at his command. 

Addressing the U.N. General As- 
gsemblys Steering Committee, 
Vishinsky said the guard force 
might some day use the atom 
bomb to stop an, international dis- 
pute. The Russian Foreign Min- 
ister bitterly opposed the force 
idea, ridiculing it as a pet project 
of Secretary General Lie, a Nor- 
wegian. 

“These armed guards wilil not 
be messengers or guards, but they 
will be armed forces,” Vishinsky 
declared. 

He said any armed force will 
Use any weapon it can get and 
added: “Thus, as history has 
ghown, such a force would use the

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ILLINOIS FAIR TRADE LIQUOR 
ACT IS DECLARED: INVALID 


SPRINGFIELD, I., Sept. 22 
(AP)—The Illinois Supreme Court 
today held invalid the state’s man- 
datory Fair Trade Liquor Act, 
which regulates package liquor 
prices, 

Under the 1947 law, liquor man- 
ufacturers and distributors weré 
required to file fair trade con- 
tracts with the Illinois : Liquor 
Control Commission, fixing mini- 
mum retail prices. The prices were 
uniform throughout the state. 

Justice Walter T. Gunn of Dan- 
ville, who wrote the opinion, de- 
clared the act unconstitutional on 
technical grounds, He did not pass 
on the question of the Legisla- 
ture’s price-fixing powers, which 
had been raised in the case. 

Gunn held that the act violates 
the State Constitution because it 
is “not complete in all its terms 
- « » SO that every person may 
know by reading the law what his 
rights are and how it will operate 
when put into execution.”

Attitude This Fall Wine

ness.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
Labor and management in key in- 
dustries are squaring off for the 
battle over security at a moment 
of great indecision as to which way 
our economy is headed. The 
fourth round wage increase battle 
might easily decide this. 

It comes just when our British 


cousins have aimed a blow at 
commodity markets, which may 


decline in the cost of living. Man- 
agement is set to use that as a 
new weapon in fighting labor cost 
hikes. 

The fight comes to a climax just 
when business men across the 
nation are wondering if the pick- 
up in orders last month means an 
upturn in trade this fall, or just 
the necessity to replace depleted 
inventories, but still on a hand-to- 
mouth basis. Business men feel 
the boat couldn't be rocked at a 
worse time than now. 

Balance Is Shaky. 

Many calm observers think that 
the way the public mind works 
this fall will determine whether 
business goes up, or takes an— 
other gentle slide down the defla- 
tion trail. If people think times 
are going to be good, they may 
buy a little more. If they think 
prices are still due to come down, 
they may put off buying a little 
longer. The balance is that shaky 
at the moment. 

So what do we have? We have 
more indecision: will the coal 
stoppage spread to the steel in- 
dustry, the auto industry? Will 
management give in on the pen- 
sion issue? Will production halt 
in these key industries and spread 
unemployment through their al- 
lied and dependent industries? 

Already, thousands of workers 
are being laid off on coal-hauling 
railroads because of the pension 
deadlock idling the coal miners. 

Steel Slowdown. 

The steel industry says it will 
have to slow down next week, to 
save dwindling coal piles. Mean- 
time, steel executives debate the 
pension issue with the .steel un- 
ions. The strike deadline in steel 
is Sunday morning. 

Steel executives have been un- 
usually convincing this time in 
saying they won't back down on 
the issue of paying all the freight 
on the pension plan. They want 
the worker to kick into the fund, 
too. Union leaders have been just 
as loud in demanding the 10-cent 
an hour security package. An- 
other point of uncertainty is what 
the White House will do. 

Users of steel have stepped up 
orders in recent weeks to be ready 
for any shutdown, but deliveries 
so far haven’t been enough to let 
them build up large inventories. 
Many steel cohsumers may have 
to shut down their plants fairly 
soon should a steel] strike start. 
Coal stockpiles, on a nation- 
wide basis, are large. But some 
large users, like steel mills, can’t 
store enough of it to keep going 
very long without new supplies. 
Others, like the utilities, are said 
to be well stocked and able to 
ride out a coal strike for many 
weeks.

steel mills to their mines. Metals 
had a rough spring, and with 
prices firming again this summer 
and shipments up a little, the in- 
dustry is nervous at any hint of 
labor trouble rocking the boat. 

Rail brotherhoods have been hav- 
ing trouble with the roads over 
the diesel locomotives. A presiden- 
tial. emergeficy. board has just 
turned down firemen’s demand for 
an extra man on diesels, It also 
has said no to a plea for a second 
engineer on diesels. 

Management, trying to assess 
the effect of British pound deval- 
uation on world trade and prices, 
thinks it has a new argument 
against further benefits to labor 
this year—a two-edged argument. 
First, it’s going to be harder to 
sell American goods abroad and 
meet foreign competition here, 


hence costs of production should 


not go up. Second, some impor- 
tant commodities are likely to 
drop in price, adding to deflation 
in this country, and bringing on a 
further decline in the cost of liv- 
ing. That, says management, 
means workers dont need e 
benefits.

if the public gets hurt in the 
process.” 

McGrath asserted in a _ state- 
ment: 

“It would appear that A & P 
is now making an appeal to the 
public by the expenditure of large 
sums in a publicity campaign 
seeking special treatment ac- 
corded to no one else under the 
anti-trust laws. This, of course, 
cannot deter the department in 
the performance of its plain duty 


INLRB RULES BOSS 
ICAN’T QUIZ WORKER 
OVER UNION BUTTON 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 


Board ruled unanimously -yester- |; 


day that the wearing of a union 
button by a worker does not give 
his boss the right to question him 
about his union activities. 

Such questioning is an illegal 
interference with the rights of 
employes, the board ruled. 

The Standard - Coosa- Thatcher 
Co., Ridgedale, Benn., had con- 
tended ‘that the fact an employe 
was wearing a union button dem- 
onstrated he had no fear of dis- 
closing union sympathy or affilia- 
tion. 

The board, however, said: 

“This argument loses sight of 
the essential character of the re- 
straint involved. The subtle pres- 
sure created by interrogation re- 
sults from the realization by the 
interrogated employe that his em- 
ployer is concerned with his union 
affiliation or activities and will, 
therefore, act to the employe’s det- 
riment.“ 

The NLRB held the firm guilty 
of coercing employes in advance 
of an NLRB election to choose a 
union bargaining representative. 
The election resulted in a tie vote. 
The board also ordered the com- 
pany to rehire a worker who, the 
board found, was fired illegally 
because of union activity.

PRAGUE, Sept. 22 (AP)—Ro- 
man Catholic Church authorities 
asserted tonight the Communist- 
led Government has organized a 
spy system to wateh virtually 
every priest in Czechoslovakia. 

They released to the press what 
they said was a Government-in- 
dorsed circular ordering Govern- 


ment staff members to take part 
in the project. 

These sources said the surveil- 
lance was conducted through the 
local Communist Action Commit- 
tees and the Government-spon- 
sored separatist Catholic Action 
Movement. 

Objectives Outlined. 

The objectives were outlined as: 

1, Classifying every priest on 
his political attitude, with 
grades ranging from progres- 
sive to reactionary. 

2. Snooping on the priests’ 
movements to see whether they 
carried out Vatican degrees for 
excommunnication of Commu- 
nists or spread anti-Government 
information. 

3. Keeping watch also on the 
vicars “and their behavior and 
their influence on the clery.” 

Church sources said this was 
part of a campaign to force in- 
dividual priests into line on the 
state side as the state-church 
fight moved toward a showdown. 

The crucial issue now is the 
Government - sponsored church 
control bill. This measure, com- 
ing before Parliament next month, 
would grant state financial sup- 
port for all churches. But in re- 
turn, the churches would submit 
to Government control of all ap- 
pointments, financial and admin- 
istrative affairs. 

The Government has already

Church’s income-bearing proper- 
ties, without compensation, the 
church said. 

The circular said workers on 
the Government’s staff were to 
classify priests into four groups. 
They were to be graded as: Com- 
pletely progressive, partly pro- 
gressive, conservative or reaction- 
ary. 

Specifically, the spies were told 
to report on the attitude of the 
priests on carrying out the papal 
excommunication decrees against 
Communists. 

Other Tasks Assigned. 

Another task assigned was to 
report those priests who read pas- 
toral letters from Archbishop Jo- 
sef Beran and his bishops, so that 
the offenders could be fined or 
jailed. 

Informants were also told to in- 
ventory church property. (Accord- 
ing to church authorities these 
inventories are intended for con- 
fiscation purposes.) 

In the nation’s schools, church 
authorities reported, state -agents 
have complained about finding 
portraits of T. G. Masaryk and 
Edward Benes, Presidents in the 
pre-Communist era, still displayed 
in classrooms,

‘HE final outcome of the labor-management dispute in the steel 
industry is likely to have a considerable effect on the future use 
of fact-finding boards as a means of settling such controversies. 


President Truman’s appointment of a three-man panel to hear 
arguments of employer and employe in steel was in a way a test 


of his own theory as against that 


Truman has preferred the 
method of setting up fact-finding 
boards with power to make recom- 
mendations for settlement when 
collective bargaining breaks down. 
The Taft-Hartley Act prescribes 
fact-finding boards without power 
of recommendation. 


There is nothing particularly 
new about fact-finding, but it has 
been employed in the period since 
the close of the war more than 
in any preceding time. The Presi- 
dent first recommended the ap- 
proach after the widely publicized 
postwar Labor-Management Con- 
ference of November 1945 failed 
to preduce an acceptable formula 
for averting strikes. 

Special Message On Plan. 

Truman sent a special message 
to Congress outlining his plan and 
asserting that the procedure 
should be used “sparingly” and 
only when the national public 
interest demanded it. He men- 
tioned as industries in which the 
procedure would be “effective as 
well as fair,” steel, automobiles, 
aviation, mining, oil, utilities and 
communications. 

Truman’s proposals, similar in 
some respects to the Railway 
Labor Act, were considered by 
both houses of Congress, but the 
Case bill, the legislation that 
finally went to the White House, 
provided for fact-finding boards 
only in the case of essential pub- 
lic utilities. In vetoing the Case 

bill, Truman called attention to 
the omission of other industries. 

A few days before Truman first 
asked Congress for authority to 
appoint emergency boards, the 
late Lewis Schwellenbach, Secre- 
tary of Labor, named a board to 
investigate a dispute which caused 
the Navy to seize the refineries 
of 22 oil companies which had 
been closed by a strike. 

The President appointed boards 
in controversies involving General 
Motors Corp. and the United 
States Steel Corp., and Schwellen- 
bach named three boards in the 
month after mid-December 1945. 
In 1946, six more boards were 
named by Schwellenbach or the

Who Is Alfred Kohlberg? 


Senator Bridges’ admission that he accepted a 
$1000 campaign contribution from Alfred Kohl- 
berg, a special pleader for Nationalist China, 
whose views he has faithfully echoed in Con- 
gress, calls for an investigation of Senator 
Bridges’ part in the matter. It also calls for a 
still wider investigation—an investigation into 
Alfred Kohlberg, and what his relations are with 


other members of Congress and publicists whom 


the Economist of London calls the China cult.” 

One of the-first questions an investigating 
committee of Congress should ask is why Mr. 
Kohlberg is not registered as a lobbyist. Penal- 
ties of up to $5000 fine and a year’s imprison- 
ment are provided by the Registration of Lobby- 
ing Act for failure to register. 

Yet Mr. Kohlberg is carrying on extensive ac- 
tivities to influence legislation and publicity in 
behalf of* Nationalist China. He comes close to 
being the official apologist for Chiang Kai-shek 
in this country. He says freely that he does a 
$1,500,000-a-year textile import business from 
China which would be wiped out if the Commu- 
nists controlled that country. He says he is the 
prime mover and financial angel of the Ameri- 
can China Policy Association, which sends ma- 
terial—actually propaganda—on China to about 
2000 publishers and editors. 

Senator Bridges; who attacked the State De- 
partment’s White Paper on China last month, 
said that some of what he said may well have 
come from Kohlberg. He said he received much 
material on China from Kohlberg through the 
mail, often discussed China aid with him, and 
considered him an authority on the subject. 


Mr. Kohlberg says William Loeb, publisher of 
the New Hampshire Union and a friend of Sena- 
tor Bridges, is currently president of the Ameri- 
can China Policy Association, and that its last 
president was Clare Boothe Luce, wife of Henry 
Luce, head of Time, Life and Fortune. He says 
Representative Judd of Minnesota, one of the 
most vociferous more-aid-to-China advocates in 
Congress, is 2 member of his board of directors. 
As the Economist said in an article on “The 
China Cult:” 

The American equivalents of such exotica 
as T. E. Lawrence or Glubb Pasha are the 
flying Gen. Chennault and a small band of 
missionaries or sons of missionaries. In the 
second group Representative Walter Judd, 
a former missionary, and Mr. Henry Luce, 
born in China of missionary parents, preach 
the interests of China regardless of the 
merits of the regime in power. 

What are the ramifications of legislators and 
publishers whom Mr. Kohlberg influences or 
seeks to influence? Where does the money to do 
it come from and how it is spent? If he isn’t 
a lobbyist on a gigantic scale, what is he? And 
if he is a lobbyist, why isn’t he prosecuted under 
the Registration of Lobbying Act for failure to 
register? 

China policy is a momentous. puzzle for the 
United States to work on even with the clearest 
kind of head. The country cannot afford to work 
on it with a head befogged by the backstage 
machinations of propagandists who are telling 
their sources of information what to say and 
their legislators how to vote. 
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If Jackie Had Been in There? 
Would the Cards have won that 1-to-0 lead-off 
game if Jackie Robinson had not been banished 
in the last half of the ninth? Would Jackie have 
fielded Garagiola’s single that glanced off 
Miksis’ glove? Would the Bums’ star second 
baseman then have thrown out Slaughter when 
he headed for home with the winning run? For 
an answer turn back the hour glass to July 3, 
1863. Forty-five hundred gray musketmen 
march heroically into artillery fire. At the top 
of the slope they meet the Union line only to be 


turned back and with them the tide of a de- 


cisive battle. Would Lee have been the victor 
at Gettysburg if Pickett had carried his charge 
over the top of that hill? The answer is that 
there is no answer. And that holds though the 
Dodger fans argue until the cows come home. 
It is enough that Enos was safe where being 
safe makes all the difference in the world! 
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Smith vs. Fisher . 

In contrast with the late Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck, who was never without a fight on his hands, 
Dr, J. Earl Smith has shown himself a peace- 
loving Health Commissioner. Now he has broken 
the calm by ousting Milton R. Fisher, the man 
Dr. Bredeck had chosen to direct milk sanita- 
tion control. Dr. Smith charged Fisher with in- 
competence, maladministration, failure to co- 
operate with his superior and disloyalty,” where- 
upon the pro-Bredeck St. Louis Consumer Fed- 
eration accused Dr. Smith of making a “per- 
nicious attack” on an “excellent” public servant. 


Fisher is saving his own comments for a for- 
mal appeal, leaving it to Personnel Director 
Scearce and the municipal Civil Service Com- 
mission to pass on the merits of the charges. 
At this stage, the public has knowledge only 
that the Bredeck-Fisher regime was often harsh 
and arbitrary with milk producers. Repeated 
published instances establish this fact. Dr. Smith 
has been more tolerant about such things as the 
construction details of dairy barns, concentrat- 
ing instead on the quality and cleanness of the 
milk itself. He also showed a level head when 
he réfuséd to be stampeded into too-hasty local 
action when federal inspectors discovered some 
contaminated bread and bakeries. 

The Consumer Federation fears this course 
will lead to lower-grade milk, but that does not 
necessarily follow. The complaints of affronted 
dairy farmers do not prove that harsh regula- 
tion is more effective than methods that bring 
fewer complaints. And certainly a reasonable 
tolerance about the means of obtaining good 
milk is a virtue so long as the objective of good 
milk is maintained. 

Dr. Smith implies that Fisher has been in- 
subordinate to his policy of conciliation. Fisher 


will either deny the charges or, more likely, he 


will counter-accuse Dr. Smith of relaxing ef- 
fective milk control. The Civil Service Com- 
mission has no mandate to judge the merits of 
conflicting milk policies, but it does offer a 
forum to bring this important question before 
the community’s notice.

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Catching Up With Housing 

It is a feather in Mayor Darst's cap that St. 
Louis has federal permission to build low-rent 
publie housing for 5800 families in the next two 
years. For this is one respect in which, despite 
laggard planning before he took office, the city 
already has an authorized program more than 
four times as large as all the public housing 
built here before the war. 

With this earmarking of federal assistance, St. 
Louis for the first time can begin to march 
abreast of the national building program. Among 
the cities nearest to St. Louis in total population, 
Baltimore has been assigned 5000 family-units, 


Boston 4000 and Pittsburgh 5000. 


It is good that St. Louis is in step this time, 
for the city was a limping laggard in prewar 
public housing construction. Our Clinton- 
Peabody Terrace and Carr Square Village ac- 
commodate only 1315 families—or only about 
one-fourth as many as the Baltimore Housing 
Authority’s 5021 families, Boston’s 5102 and 
Pittsburgh’s 4463. In consequence, federal tax- 
payers living in St. Louis are faced for some 
years to come with the prospect of helping 
to subsidize slum clearance in other cities while 
their home town gets little in return. 


Thanks to the greater enterprise of present 
St. Louis officials, this story of all outgo and 
little benefit need not be repeated. The Mayor 
and the St. Louis Housing Authority can now 
address themselves to making the wisest possible 
plans to re-house 5800 families. And after that 
they can apply for the remainder of the city’s 
present 12,000-unit goal, knowing that it all is 
needed and that St. Louis is asking for no more 
than its fair share in the federal assistance 
program. 

At long last, St. Louis seems destined to make 
real inroads against its most expensive and un- 
necessary luxury—the slums.

There was no doubt whatever that rinder- 
pest could be spread in the United States, 
and an outbreak might have meant a mor- 
tality of 90 per cent.

bold conception of FAO that a new world 
of plenty can be brought into being if only 
all nations will work together. 

This is the One World toward which 
science strives. Without it the One World 
of peace is impossible. 

In many of its activities FAO is, in the 
most literal sense, county agent for the 
world. 

Nothing that concerns the clothing, the 
shelter, the diet or the food of modern 
man is alien to FAO, Irrigation engineer- 
ing, hybridizing techniques, fertilizers, in- 
secticides, the eradication of fungi—all 
these are part of the program. 

The American farmer, like all his fellow 
citizens, has a vital interest in world peace, 
which can be assured only if men every- 
where are properly clothed, housed and fed. 
But the farmer’s interest in FAO is more 
direct and immediate even than peace. Pos- 
sibly it might be described as more selfish. 


Profits for Americans, Too 


The United States does not enjoy a 
monopoly of the best agricultural methods 
nor of the best products. The soybean, 
which has become a major American crop, 
was imported from China. 

Experts of the FAO roam the world in 
their search for plants and vegetables 
which may be grown here. An early matur- 
ing, disease-resistant bell pepper was lo- 
cated in Kansu Province at the request of 
the University of New Hampshire agricul- 
tural school. A muskmelon suited to the 
dry climate of Oklahoma was found nearby 
and is being studied at Oklahoma A. & NM. 

Perhaps no other problem is so well 
suited to the talents and facilities of FAO 
as cutting down losses from rats, insects 
and fungi. 

The estimated losses from such pests in 
1947 were 33,000,000 tons of grain—enough 
food to keep 150,000,000 people alive for a 
year. Even in the United States, where 
$175,000,000 annually is spent for insecti- 
cides and fungicides, the total is estimated 
at an incredible six billion dollars. 


Although gravely handicapped by the 
small size ‘of its technical staff—barely 150 
men and women for its world-wide job—

Between Book Ends 
The Knack of Story Telling 


DEPARTURE AND OTHER STORIES, by Howard Fast. 
(Little-Brown, 238. pgs., $3.00.) 


Story telling is a knack as well as an 
art. If the knack isn’t there, matters of 
style, local color, language, and character- 
ization (all so important to the success of 
a yarn) become insufferably trivial. It 
seems to me that a great deal of the smart 
story writing of the past 50 years has put 
too much emphasis on high finish. Truth 
to the local scene has been the great vir- 
tue in most American story telling. The 
basic knack of spinning a yarn has been 
unwisely subordinated. Sometimes the yarn 
has been unwisely subordinated. Some- 
times the yarn has been left out altogether. 

It isn’t until one comes across a really 
fine set of stories like this collection of 
Howard Fast’s, that the essential magic 
does its work. When this happens, the 
deeper meanings which inspired the story 
teller in the first place, shine forth and 
one is happy to surrender the emotions 
to. their play. 

Mr. Fast’s subjects for these 19 stories 
are nearly as numerous as the stories. His 
set each one of

and real, are as 
numerous as the sub- 
jects. Yet while it is 
difficult to find any 
theme common to 
more than two or 
three of his stories, 
there is certainly a 
point of view that

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
An Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion examiner said today reports 
of a widespread “black market” 
in train space reservations are 
largely a myth. 

However, the examiner, Frank 
E. Mullen, reported to the com- 
mission that an investigation in 
the last 14 months did show abuses 
in the space-reservation field, par- 
ticularly in the Miami, Fla., winter 
resort area. To tighten controls, 
he suggested that: 

The transfer of a Pullman 
ticket from the purchaser to 
another person should void the 
ticket and make it unredeem- 
able. 

Railroads should inform ho- 
tels and travel agencies that 
space reservations can be made 
only by the traveler himself. 


Space reservations should not 
be issued to hotels, travel agen- 


cies or their employes for the 
use of others unless the travel- 
er himself has made the reserva- 
tion and gives written authori- 
zation to the hotel or travel 
agency to pick up the ticket. 
Mullen suggested also that rail- 
roads serving Miami should es- 
tablish ticket offices or a con- 
solidated ticket office at Miami 
Beach during the winter season 
to assist travelers in obtaining 
their space reservations. 


In the Miami area, Mullen said, 
it was found that some hotel em- 
ployes and others were buying up 
train space for resale “at premium 
prices” which in some cases 
ranged from 35 to 350 a ticket. 

“There have been occasions in 
New York, Chicago and possibly 
other cities when travelers have 
paid premiums to secure space, 
but these have been relatively few 
in number,” Mullen said.

and exploit color as the cause of 
economic and social ills. 

It is the hazard of furnishing 
powerful ammunition to Commu- 
nism in Asia that exists in the 
dispute here and becomes a mat- 
ter of moment to Americans.

thefr children that they be permit- 
ted to drive the family car, but 
even worse, they are insisting that 
their parents buy them a car for 
their own use?

The American way is to 
treat every man (or boy!) on his 
own merits and not to condemn 
him. for the sins of a group, or 
class, or race, or creed. 


I insisted that the adolescent 
who is legally qualified to drive 
should be given a chance to show 
whether he deserves trust. If he 
doesn’t, he should not be allowed 
to jeopardize himself and others. 
That's a serious obligation as well 
as a right of parents to decide. 
But if the adolescent proves him- 
self to be as well qualified to drive 
as are his parents or grandparents, 
he’s entitled to benefit from his 
demonstration of his ability, intel- 
ligence, and good judgment. 

If you insist on treating every 
adolescent as an irresponsible 
child, you'll make it hard for him 
to ever be anything else. If you 
put a premium on responsibility, 
you'll help him to develop re- 
sponsibility. If you don’t give 
him a chance to devélop a feeling 
of responsibility, he is not going 
to 2 appear miraculously on 
his twenty-first birthday. 

Tréat each one on his own 
merits, not on the demerits of 
somebody else.

The first problem is just where, 
to insulate—the floor or the roof. 
Well if there isn’t any 3 
down and the attic is only 
for storage purposes, then do the 
floor: But be sure to k the at- 
tic door closed during cold 
weather. If you want a nice warm 
attic then you should insulate the 
attic roof. 

The next problem you'll run into 
is that waterproof paper backing 
you find on one side of the insula- 
tion. Does this face in or does it 
face out? It faces in—toward the 
warm side of the surface you are 
insulating. Its purpose is to keep 
water vapor out of the insulation 
and this water vapor will be com- 
ing from the heated portions of 
the house. 


T* is the time of year when 


Problem three is should the in- 


sulation on a roof go right up to 
the peak? The answer is No. The 
insulation should be brought over 
from the rafters so that there is 
an air space about two or three 
feet high between the insulation 
and the peak of the roof. This 
air space should be vented with 
louvres at each gable end of the 
attic.

HAVE been married 13 years and have two children ages 
six and 12. My husband stays out at night till all hours. He 
rarely comes home to hav supper with us. I am aware that 
his job calls for a lot of overtime, but I also know that for 
every hour he works over- 
time he spends three in a 
tavern. I have no reason 
to suspect him of seeing 
another woman, still he is 
the silent type and one 
can never tell. He supports 
us well and is good to me 
in a quiet boring way. 
None of us feels close to 
him because he is in the 
tavern more than in the 
home. This lack of com- 
panionship has me frus- 
trated. I have talked sweet to him and I have yelled at him, 
all I get is promises. Is having support all that one should ask 
of marriage? He claims to love the boys and me yet refuses 


to change his ways. Do you think I should put up with him for 


the rest of my days, or get a separation of a year or so and see 
if he’ll do better? Sometimes I think of what life will be when 
the children have grown and we are alone and the outlook is so 
dismal] I feel I can’t go on. I am tired of being seen going places 
either alone or with my boys. What do you think I should do? 
WONDERING. 


Your husband will do well to come out.of the tavern and 
into the household and get acquainted with his children before 
they grow up. Supporting you and them is not enough, your 
husband should be giving of himself and of his time to his 
family as well. If he feels he just must stop at that tavern for 
a social hour with the boys, he should limit the time so that he 
gets home at a reasonable hour. You could compromise there 
and have the meal a little later so it will be hot when he comes 
in and you can all eat together.

West’s lead was the club king. 
South ruffed the club continua- 
tion, then, seeing the need to es- 
tablish dummy’s diamonds, he led 
from his own hand and ducked in 
dummy. East captured the dia- 
mond ten with the queen and led 
another club. South, not wanting 
to lose his trumps too soon or too 


fast, threw off a heart this time, 


and West then shifted to a low 
heart. 

It was at this juncture that 
South came a cropper. Winning 
with the heart ace, he tried the 
spade finesse. West won and led 
another heart driving out South’s 
king. When declarer led the two 
top spades, the suit did not break, 
and before he could discard on 
dummy’s diamonds, West ruffed 
in and cashed a heart to defeat 
the contract. 

South’s preliminary plays were 
good, but after West shifted to 
hearts, South certainly should not 
have risked a trump finesse! He 
could afford to lose two spade 
tricks, but could not afford to 
lose the timing“ of the hand. 
Hence he should have won with 
the heart king and laid down the 
ace and king of spades, then led 
diamonds. Nothing could then 
prevent him from discarding a 
heart while West was using up 
his high trumps.

[> someone should call you a 


prestidigitator, don’t be insult- 

ed, or feel that your honor de- 
mands that you say, “Smile when 
you say that partner.” 

A prestidigitator (the word is 
pronounced PRESS-ti- DIDGLE’i- 
TAY-ter) is a person skilled in 
manipulating cards or sleight of 
hand. If you are an amateur 
magician and can pull rabbits out 
of hats and lighted cigarettes out 
of your ears, you’re a prestidigita- 
tor. The word is formed from the 
Latin praesto, “nimble,” plus 
digitus, “finger.” 

“Now note that in “sleight of 
hand” the first word is not 
“slight,” it’s “sleight,” an obsolete 
Middle English word that means, 
“skill; dexterity; cunning; craft.” 
The word “sleight” rarely occurs 
in Modern English except in the 
phrase “sleight of hand.” 


There is still another word for. 


prestidigitation or sleight of 
hand. The word is legerdemain, 
pronounced LEDGE-er-duh-MAIN’, 
It means, “sleight of hand; trick- 
ery; deception; any artful trick.” 
Legerdemain is a Middle English 
word formed from the French 
phrase leged de main, “lightness 
of hand.” 

One skilled in legerdemain may 
also be called a juggler, for the 
original meaning of juggler was, 
“one who amuses people by tricks 
of illusion and sleight of hand.” 
Juggler entered Middle English 
through the French from the Latin 
joculator, “a jester or joker.” 

Joculator stems in the Latin 
jocus, “a jest,” the same word 
that gives us the English words 
joke, jocular, and jewel. 
originally was a toy, a trinket, a 
plaything. 

Aside to Drew Pearson. You 
may not believe it, Drew, but you 
may correctly be called a sooth- 
sayer. Sooth is from the Anglo- 
Saxon word soth, meaning “real: 
genuine; truth.” The dictionary 
defines soothsayer as: “One who 
soothsays or foretells events: one 
who makes an art or practice of 
making predictions.”

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IG’S hocks used ‘to be con- 
sidered only appropriate meat 
for farmers or poor city folk’s 
meals. Then the cost of pig hocks 
was not more than 10 cents a 
pound. Now they cost as much 
as fancy meats did a few years 
ago. People from all income lev- 
els are delighted to eat hocks 
now and then, especially if they 
are cooked like good farm women 
as a rule prepare them—tender 
enough for the meat to almost 
but not quite fall from the bones.
